Kemp  Plummer,  from  the 
committee  on  the  subject  of  masonic  discourses 
by  masters  and  chaplains,  and  the  propriety  of 
asking  compensation  for  the  same,  presented 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  pe- 
tition of  Davie  Lodge,^H|  39,  have  had  the 
subject  matter  thereof  unHconsideratioti,  and 
have  come  to  the  fallowing  conclusion,  which 
they  beg  leave  to 

REPORT  : 
Your  committee  conceive  so  much  of  the  re- 
solution of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
at  their  annual  communication  in  1815,  on  the 
tepresentation  of  Unanimity  Lodge,  No.  54h  as 
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alTirms  it  to  be  unmasonis  in  a  master  of  a 
Lotlge,  or  a  chapiain,  to  ask  or  receive  com* 
peij^atioa  f^r  discourses  or  lectures,  deli* 
Torec?,''  to  be  correct,  hnl  dissent  from  the  tie- 
( ii^ion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  last  member  of 
'he  aforesaid  resolalion, aifjrmiiig  that  '*it  ought 
not  (0  be  paid."  Because  it  infringes  on  the 
inherent  rights  and  privileges  of  private  lodges, 
Tecogiiised  in  the  3d  section  of  the  bye  laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  adopted 
Jufie  ^5,5789,  page  — and  more  iocontesti- 
bly  secured  to  them  in  their  dispensations  and 
cihar'iera. 

^*  Me  solved^  Therefore,  that  the  laat  mem- 
ber  01  the  aforesaid  resolution  be  rescinded." 
C)r.?ere<.l  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Brother  Atlas  JoiieSj  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed on  the  8abject  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
case  of  Dr.  Kedciond  D.  Barry,  presented  sun- 
dry documents  connected  with  Dr.  Barry's  state- 
FTjent  of  grievances,  which  were  read  and  or- 
dered to  lie  OR  the  table. 

Tiie  R.  W.  Brother  Plumnier  presented  the 
report  ot*  the  committee  on  the  Grand  Treasur* 
er  s  aecompts,  which  was  read,  concurred  iu 
and  ordered  to  lie  on^e  table. — Balance  in  the 
Grand  Treasurer's  h|pds,  November  23,  1816, 
gr^S  6  1-4.  ^ 

Brother  xVtlas  Jones  presented  a  report  from 
the  same  committee,  on  the  subject  of  jewels, 
surrendered  by  subordinate  lodges  :  and  recom* 
mended  that  they  be  sold  or  presented  to  new 
subordinate  lodges,  at  the  diserelion  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer.  2 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Lucas,  the  report  wa® 
go  modified  as  to  direct  the  Grand  Treasurerj 
to  have  said  jewels  converted  into  appropriate 
ones  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  thus 
amended,  the  report  was  concurri-d  in. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  took  up  the  letter  of 
Brother  Reed,  presented  at  last  meeting. 

Brother  Plumraer  moved  that  the  prayer  of 
the  letter  be  granted.    Agreed  to. 

The  R.  W.  Brother  then  moved  that  fiftjr 
dollars  be  presented,  conformably  to  said  pray- 
er, from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  L.  D.  Wilson  moved  to  amend  said 
motion,  by  striking  out  the  word  jijty  and  in- 
serting the  words,     one  hundred,^^ 

Before  the  question  was  put  on  this  motioDj 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  R.  W.  Brother  Stokes, 
the  original  motion  of  Brother  Plummer,  was 
reconsidered,  and  the  farther  consideration  of 
the  subject,  on  motion  of  Brother  Iredell,  post- 
poned till  next  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Walker,  G.  J.  D.  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  ; 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  to 
examine  into  the  propriety  and  advantage  of 
dividing  the  subordinate  lodges,  working  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  thh  ^and  Lodge,  into  ap- 
propriate districts,  and  appointing  a  skilful 
Past  Master  or  some  able  Master  of  a  lodge, 
Deputy-District  Grand  Master,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  those  duties  which  shall  promote  uni- 
formity and  correctness  in  the  workings  in  said 
Lodges,  and*  such  other  duties  as  may  apper- 
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tain  to  the  order—and  report  to  the  next  Grand 
Lodge. 

Referred  to  Brothers  Walker,  Iredell  and 
Gabriel  L.  Stewart. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed,  and 
adjourned  to  meet  on  Saturday  evening  the  14th 
instant.

REPORT, 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  conside- 
ration and  find  the  same  to  be  generally  regu- 
lar,  only  in  this,  that  a  list  of  the  Members  of 
the  said  Lodge  with  the  grade  of  each  member 
thereof,  is  not  returned  to  thig  Grand  Lodge 
with  the  said  proceedings.

regularly  constituting  them  a  Lodge  of  Ancient 
York  Masons  by  such  name  as  they  may  in 
their  said  application  choose— and  that  a  copy 
of  this  report  and  resolution  be  transmitted  to 
the  said  Lodge  by  the  Grand  peer  eta  ry 
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Tha  R.  W.  Brother  Walker  handed  in  the 
f<>llowing  report  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
propriety  of  laying  off  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
into  appropriate  districts,  for  Masonic  inspee* 
tiooj  &c.  after  due  reflection  on  the  same, 
REPORr, 

That  whereas  it  is  essential  to  the  promotion 
of  an  uniform  mode  of  workioi^  throughout  the 
Gommunication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  a«  well  as 
to  the  advancement  of  the  Institution  of  our  So- 
ciety generally,  that  each  Lodge  should  be  vi* 
sited  occasionally  by  an  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  conformity  to  the  7th  section  of  arti- 
cle 2d  of  our  constitution ;  and  whereas  the 
widely  dispersed  situation  of  the  lodges  under 
this  jurisdiction,  renders  it  impracticable  fop 
the  Grand  Master^  or  D.  G.  M*  to  whom  the 
duty  appertains,  therefore 

Eesolved,  ist.  That  as  soon  after  the  end  of 
the  present  and  every  succeeding  G.  A,  com-^ 
munication  as  may  be,  the  G.  M.  for  the  tim^ 
being,  shall  cause  the  Lodges  under  tbisjuris* 
diction  to  be  laid  off  in  convenient  districts,  and 
shall  appoint  to  each  district  some  master  of 
a  lod^e,  or  P.  M.  of  responsibility  and  Mason- 
ic style  as  District  D.  G.  M.  which  appoint- 
ment shall  continue  in  force  until  the  G.  A.  C« 
next  succeeding  the  date  thereof,  unless  fioouer 
revoked  by  the  G.  M.  by  whom  it  shall  have 
been  made. 

2d.  Every  D.  D.  G,  M.  so  appointed,  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  warrant  of  his  appoint* 
nent,  signed  by  the  Grand  Master  or  his  De- 
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puiy,  countersigned  by  Uie  Grand  Seerelary, 
and  attested  hy  the  sea!  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ai* 
fixed  to  it. 

3d.  Every  Deputy  Grand  Master  thus  ap* 
pointed,  shall  visit  every  Lodge  in  his  district 
at  least  once  during  the  term  of  his  appoint* 
men t— of  uhich  visit  he  shall  give  the  Lodge 
due  noticfr. 

41h.  At  every  such  visit  the  D.  D  G,  M. 
is  to  preside  after  the  Lodge  is  opened  and  he 
introduced.  He  is  to  examine  the  records  cf  said 
Lodge,  to  inform  himself  of  its  numbers,  and 
\yhether  present — tc  enquire  if  the  Lodge  be  ia 
a  flourishing  or  declining  state-*~to  point  out 
any  errors  he  may  discover  in  conduct  or  work- 
ing— to  instruct  them  in  any  and  every  thing  he 
may  conceive  them  to  be  in  want  of — ^to  recom* 
mend  attention  to  the  moral  and  benevolent 
p'-incipies  of  our  institution  in  the  admission  of 
candidates — and  a  punctual  representation  of 
their  Lodge  at  every  G,  A.  C.  Previous  to  eve- 
ry G.  A.  C.  every  D.  D.  G.  shall  so  far  as  is 
proper,  make  out  in  writing,  a  candid  report  of 
the  state  of  each  Lodge  in  his  district,  and  for- 
VFard  it  to  the  G.  S  to  be  laid  before  the  G.  L. 

Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  every 
D.  G.  M.  as  aforesaid,  the  G.  S,  is  to  for- 
ward to  each  of  the  ^.  Lodges,  a  list  of  the 
names  of  the  persons  appointed,  with  the  Lodg- 
es composing  the  districts  plaeed  under  their 
superintendanee  ruspeclively, 

H.  W.  Brother  Henderson  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  which  was  agreed  to : 
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Resolved^  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North -Ca- 
rolina, that  on  application  of  the  master,  war- 
dens and  brethren  of  Brotherly  Love  Lodge, 
Sinithfield,  working  under  dispensation,  to  the 
Grand  Master  ofthi^  Grand  Lodge,  accompa- 
nied by  a  complete  list  of  the  members  compos- 
ing the  same,  stating;  the  different  grades  in 
Masonry  of  each  member,  together  with  a  com- 
plete copy  of  their  minutes  and  proceedings^ 
that  a  charter  issue  to  the  said  Lodge,  regular 
Jy  constituting  them  a  Lodge  of  AneienlYork 
Masons,  by  sneh  name  as  they  may  in  their  ap 
plication  choose;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  reso- 
lution be  communicated  to  the  said  Lodge  by 
the  Grand  Secretary. 

R.  VV.  Brothers.  Warden  from  the  commit- 
tee appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  furnish  tho 
Grand  Hall,  presented  the  accounts  and  vouch- 
ers of  said  committee  which  were  laid  on  the 
table. 

Brother  J.  A.  Pearson  moved  that  the  Grand 
Treasurer  be  authorised  to  pay  the  balance 
due  for  work  done  in  furnishing  the  hall. 

Brother  Winslow  moved  to  amend  said  mo- 
tion by  referring  the  accounts  to  a  select  com- 
mittee, with  authority  to  report  what  futher 
sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  appropriate  to  com- 
plete the  Hall. 

Agreed  to,  and  a  committee  appointed  consist- 
ing of  Brothers  Winslow,  J.  A.  Pearson  and 
Williams. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jacocks,  the  Grand  Se- 
cretary was  ordered  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
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report  of  the  commiUee  on  the  subject  of  Ma- 
sonic Discourses,  See.  to  the  Rev'd  Brother  Ji 
O  Freeman. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  tke  ap- 
pointment of  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  M.  W.  John  L.  Taylor  wag  re-nominat- 
ed for  the  office  of  Grand  Master  2  and  on 
counting  the  ballots  it  appeared  that  he  was 
unanimously  re-elected.

in  heathen  and  idolatrous  parts  of  of  the  world, 
and  that  they  have  considered  the  subject  with 
all  the  attention  due  to  its  intrinsic  impor- 
tance, to  your  own  long  tried  worth,  and  at- 
tachment to  oar  order  5  and  let  me  here  be  per- 
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Diitted  to  add,  with  an  anxious  wish  that  ihey 
might  perceive  a  solid  and  satisfaetorj  groiHH!\ 
on  which  they  could  recoiiciie  a  eof^pliaiice 
with  your  application  to  (be  imoiraab^e  prjnti- 
pfps  of  their  sosiefy. 

But,  sir,  they  find  it  inscribed  hi  the  bisli 
tute  of  their  order,  that,  as  a  collective  lodge? 
they  are  to  believe  in  tS^e  Eternal  God,  to  ad 
here  to  those  grand  cgsentials  cf  rciigioa,  in 
whicii  all  men  agree,  and  leave  each  brolLer 
to  his  own  private  judgoient  as  to  parlicuKu 
modes  aiul  forms.    They  need  not  inform  you. 
that  a  Lodge  is,  perhaps,  the  oiily  asylmij 
left  upon  earth,  where  the  bcrievoient  feelii)g^ 
serve  as  a  principal  of  union,  an^.oiig  nicii  of 
different  religions  and  politics;  and  that  it  ^ 
tests  upon  these  subjects,  which  more  tha 
others  sharpen  the  mind  </f  man  against  Ins  bro 
ther,  were  introduced,  it  would  cease  to  be  a  re- 
fuge from  those  painful  conflicts  which  agitato 
the  world.

each. other.— Oa  r^wch  'cn  oecasio^;,'  '  .  .  .... 
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it  my  duty  to  say,  that  the  indispensable  obh* 
gations  of  Free  Masons,  are  to  cultivate  §oo4 
will  towards  men,  to  improve  (beir  condition, 
and  to  worship  the  only  true  and  living  God, 
in  ferveney  and  truth  :  that,  as  humanity  springs 
from  true  religion,  every  religious  sect,  who  ae- 
knowiedaje  the  Supreme  Being,  are  equally 
respected  by  the  order:  that  the  great  work  of 
nature  is  revealed  to  our  eyes,  and  the  univer- 
sal religion  of  her  God,  is  what  we  profess  as 
Free  Masons.  I  beg  leave  here  to  add.  in 
confirmation  of  the  purity  of  the  motives  which 
governed  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
on  this  snbject,  that  the  individuals  compos- 
ing it,  spontaneously  contributed  the  sum  which 
you  will  herewith  receive,  that  each  person 
might  thereby  mark  his  high  sense  of  the  bene« 
voient  cause,  in  which  you  are  ei^gagjed.
